quors in states where such advertising 
is prohibited by law. The senator ex- 
plained that an erroneous impression 
had been created that the legislation 
he proposed would bar newspapers con- 
taining liquor advertisements from the 
matt. 

“| do not think we could prohibit 
the use of the mails for circulation of 
newspapers in prohibition states,” said 
Senator Smith. My bill seeks to get 
at the root of an evil. It is the pestal 
cards, ,pamphlets and circular letters 
sent to citizens and particularly the 
youths of the prohibition states, adver-

MORE PROGRESS 
FOR RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, July 7.—(Via London.)— 
Following up their advance in the re- 
gion of the lower Styr, the Russians 
have occupied two villages and a rail- 
way station. 

‘the war office announcement of to- 
day says that the villages of Komarow 
and Grady and the railway station of 
Manevitchi are now in the Russian 
hands, 

The official communication says: 

“The battles west of the lower Styr 
are continuing with much success for 
us. In the Galusia-Optovo-Voltcetzk 
region we have taken possession of for- 
tified Austrian and German positions. 
The enemy took ilight under the fire 
of our artillery. Our cavalry, pursu- 
ing, charged into them in the region 
of Voltcetezk and captured a Krupp 
battery of six cannon which hardly 
had time to fire a few shots. At the 
end of the violent battle, we occupied 
the villages of Komarow and Grady. 

“According to the latest reports our 
cavalry carried the railway station of 
Manevitchi and in the course of the 
pursuit captured another battery of 
four cannon and three pieces or heavy 
artillerye 

“South of the River Stokhod and in 
the region of the lower Lipa there 
have been artillery duels. 

“in Galicia, near Gliadki, the enemy, 
after having exploded a number of 
mines, attempted to begin an offensive 
but was repulsed. 

“According to the latest information, 
the prisoners taken on July 4 and 
west of the lower Stripa were 270 off- 
cers and 9,900 men. The _ following 
booty has been registered up to the 
present: Twenty-nine machine guns, 6 
bomb throwers, 3 mine throwers and 
more than 5,000 rifles. 

“Northwest of Kimpolung (southern 
Bukowina) the enemy undertook an 
energetic offensive which we repelied. 

“On the Dvina front, in the region 
of Dvinsk and down to the region of 
Poland, violent artillery engagements 
occurred at several points. Southwest 
of Lake Narcocz, as the outcome of a 
fierce bayonet attack, we captured 
from the Germans part of their first 
line trenches. Violent counter attacks 
by the Germans are continuing. 

“East of Barandvichi the enemy un- 
dertook several attacks.”

The respective allies 
of Russia and Japan have been  in- 
formed of the agreement and have ex- 
pressed their satisfaction with it.” 
The newspapers welcome the exten- 
sion of Japanese influence in the 
Orient. The Times says: “England, 
France, Russia and Japan banded to- 
gether, can thwart all German in- 
trigues for a subsequent war. Further- 
more, the maintenance of peace in the 
Far East must fall more heavily than 
ever upon the shoulders of Japan and 
Russia, 

“It is learned that the entente has 
decided upon the exclusion in future 
of Germany from the quintuple coali- 
tion regarding China and that it has 
heen decided to sound American finan- 
ciers regarding the active participation 
of America in a loan to China for the 
reorganization of the republic.” 

The treaty was drawn up in the 
Japanese and French languages, but not 
in English.

JAPAN ANNOUNCES

Tokio, July 7.—The Japanese for- 
eign office today anonunced as the 
eubdbstance of the Russo-Japanese con- 
vention signed at Petrograd on July 3 
the following: 

“First—Japan will take part in no 
arrangement or political combinations 
directed against Russia. Russia will 
take part in no arrangement or polit- 
ical combination directed against 
Japan. 

“Second—In case the territorial 
rights or special interests in the Far 
East of one of the contracting parties, 
which are recognized by the other con-

“Further south one of our brigades, 
attacking from the west, forced its 
way across 600 yards of the German 
front line trenches into the enemy’s 
defenses in Ovillers. Fierce fighting 
now is in progress for possession of 
the village. 

“Kollowing our successes of last 
night, east of LaBoisselle, we advanced 
our line over a maze of German 
trenches on a front of nearly 2,000 
yards to a depth of 500 yards. 

“North of Fricourt, linking up with 
the above attack, we drove the enemy 
from two woods and three lines of 
trenches. 

“About 10 a m. the Prussian Guards 
were thrown into the fight east of Con- 
talmaison in a despe.ate effort to force 
us back. The attack was crushed by 
our fire. The enemy subsequently fell 
hack to the north, leaving 700 prison- 
ers of various regiments in our hands. 
About noon our infantry carried the 
village of Contalmaison by storm, but 
were subsequently forced out again by 
a strong counter attack. 

“The enemy's casualties today must 
have been very severe. Large num- 
bers of troops, retiring over the open, 
were caught by our artillery and the 
village of Bazentin-le-Petit was heav- 
ilv shelled at a time when it was seen 
to be full of German reserves. 

“An officer prisoner states that his 
hattalion came under a raking machine 
gun fire from one of our aeroplanes 
which was flying over the battlefield 
at an altitude of 3,900 feet.

Paris, July 7.—Repeated and violent 
attacks by the Germans on the French 
positions at Thiaumont enabled, them 
to obtain a footing in the Frenfh ad- 
vanced trenches, but they were driven 
out by a counter attack, according to 
the official statement issued Dy the 
French war office tonight.

GERMAN REPORT

not unfavorable to the Germans, the 
war office announced today, 

The statement regarding operations 
on the western front says: 

“On both sides of the Somme lively 
engagements continued throughout 
the night not unfavorable for us. In 
the region south of Contalmaison, Hem 
and Edtrees the most severe fighting 
was witnessed. 

“Kast of the Meuse (Verdun front) 
French attacks delivered on a wide 
front against our positions zon the 
Froide Terre ridge and on the woods 
southwest of Fort ‘Vaux failed with 
considerable losses to the enemy. 

“On the remainder of tne front there 
were many nocturnal patrol engage- 
ments.

FIGHT IN SENATE 
ON TAX MEASURE 


Bill Bids Fair to Develop 
Bitter Fight—First Round 
of Battle Royal Is Won by 
Persons, 18 to 17. 


After having been favorably reported 
at the last session of the legislature 
by the finance committee of the senate, 
then recommitted and reported adverse- 
ly, the senate yesterday disagreed to 
the adverse report of the committee on 
the bill by Senator Persons amending 
the tax equalization bill. This measure 
was characterized by the author as a 
measure which will “give authority to 
the proper authorities to justly, fairly, 


and honestly equalize all taxes in this 
state so that invisible property as weil 
as real estate shall be properly re- 
turned. The vote was 18 to 17. 

“We are now confronted by bills in 
both branches of the legislature to re- 
peal the tax equalization act of 1913,” 
said President Persons, “and it is all 
because the opponents of the tax bill 
Claim that the proper machinery has 
not been put into the hands of the tax 
commissioner to reach choses in action. 
Our tax system is antiquated and in- 
adequate leaving many things which 
cannot be reached under our ad valorem 
tax system. This bill does not prowide 
for any new articles to be taxed but 
simply to tax those things which our 
laws already say shall be taxed.”

Debate Upon Neill Bill. 

Debate upon the Neill primary elec- 
tion bill was then launched. W. C. 
Neill, of Muscokee, opened the debate 
and consumed an hour in a forceful ap- 
peal for the measure. Taking up the 
bill section by section, he explained 
every sentence and clause of it, and 
he had an answer ready for every one 
of the dozens of questions by members 
with which he was from time to time 
interrupted. 

Representative W. W. Stark, of Jack-

The city of Birmingham 
receives in licenses about $100,000 more 
a year than the city of Atlanta. In al- 
most every line of business in Bir- 
mingham the tax is higher than in At- 
lanta. When the tax committee of 
council was working on the tax ordi- 
nance some time back they compared 
the figures of the two cities and many 
of the increases recommended by them 
were based on the taxes of Birming- 
ham.

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SHERIFFS AND LYNCHINGS. 


In opposition to the Fullbright bill to 


eliminate lynching in Georgia by placing 
more direct responsibility upon the sheriff 
of the county in which mob violence occurs, 
argued before the general judiciary commit- 
tee of the house, it was urged: 


“To say that a sheriff who actually 
tries his very best, and perhaps suffers 
wounds, to save the life of a prisoner and 
fails, must forfeit his right during the 
rest of his life to hold office, is prepos- 
terous. That is too great a right to de- 
prive him of without a trial.” 

To the foregoing statement of Repre- 
sentative Blackburn, Representative H. 
W. Hopkins, of Thomas, propounded the 
query: “‘Will the gentleman suggest a 
remedy’ To which Mr. Blackburn re- 
plied: “We have all the law we need 
covering all phases of the thing. All the 
additional remedy we need is the educa- 
tion of the people so that the laws will 
be enforced.” 


In the meantime, we presume, Georgia 


is to suffer continued turbulence at home 
and repeated criticism and denunciation 
abroad, based upon her extraordinay lynch- 
ing record, while we await an education 
which would be a wonderful thing, if we had 
it, but which is all too slow in the coming. 


in the absence of that education to which 


Mr. Blackburn refers it is the unquestioned 
and manifest duty of the Georgia legislature 
to take some action that will put~an end to 
mob rule in Georgia. And by that education 
we mean the existence of a public sentiment 
so strong as to impel thorough law enforce- 


ment in every county. 


That we are kcking 


in it, at least in some instances, events have 
indicated. 


The plan of placing additional responsi- 


bility upon the sheriff and upon the gov- 
ernor seems one effective way to meet the 


issue. 


In the first place, it has never been 


suggested in the Fullbright measure or out 
of it, that the sheriff who actually tries to 
save a prisoner and fails should forfeit his 
office and be made ineligible for re-election. 


The furthest measure or suggestion has 


gone is that the sheriff, under such circum- 
stances, shall show the governor that he did 


his duty under the law. 


If he makes that 


showing, tot only does he hold his eligi- 
bility, but his honor and his office as well. 


In other words, it is proposed simply to 
eall upon the sheriff of each county to per- 
form the duty that present laws require of 


him, and to make him responsible to the 


state for that performance. 


No sheriff who 
enters office with the purpose and determi- 
nation to do his duty can reasonably object 
to this requirement. 

No governor would dare consider dis- 
missing from office a sheriff who had gone 
to the limit, and even, perhaps, suffered per. 
sonal wound, in the protection of a prisoner. 
It ig only the sheriff who fails in his duty 
who Would and should be called to account. 

The fact that the senate committee has 


' acted adversely on a similar measure does 


not make it the less worthy. It may mean 
the defeat of the measure in the senate, and 
perhaps in the house. 

But, none the less, the measure is one 
that would be of untold benefit to the state, 
for it would put an end to mob law in 
Georgia.

pull out right now and make way for the 
road to go where counties are ready and 
willing to make the substantial and lasting 
improvements that will be demanded. They 
will-be compelled to give up participation in 
this great enterprise just so soon as it is 
discovered that they occupy an indifferent 
and careless attitude. There are plenty of 
counties that want the Dixie highway, and 
there will be no trouble in getting them to 
do the needed work. 

Fortunately, there are few, if any, coun- 
ties anywhere on the various routes that 
occupy this careless or indifferent attitude. 
There are some which have great obstacles 
to overcome and small resources with which 
to do their work. But they are enthusi- 
astically interested and may be _ counted 
upon to put forth their best effort. 

In this class igs Camden county, part of 
whose duty is to bridge the Satilla river, 
now the main obstacle on that portion of the 
route between Savannah and Jacksonville. 
Failure to bridge the Satilla river. will 
threaten that whole link and may make its 
retention as a prominent part of the Dixie 
highway impossible. But €amden is 
aroused, and we feel confident will appre- 
ciate the importance of taking advantage of 
the coming September. bond election to 
establish this bridge. With the Satilla 
bridge once built, the status of the Savan- 
nah-Jacksonville link is forever fixed, and it 
will become at once one of the most attract- 
ive and extensively traveled portions of the 
entire Dixie highway.

CARE OF THE INSANE. 

Our critics outside of Georgia are be- 
ginning to find cause for comment in our 
failure properly to care for the insane. We 
are being given credit for an effort to stop 
lynching; we are being commended for our 
enforcement of the state prohibition laws, 
but in the matter of dealing with the help- 
less “wards of the state,’’ it is being pointed 
out that we are somewhere around the tag 
end of the procession. 

Commenting upon conditions at the 
state sanitarium fur the insane, The Holyoke 
(Mass.) Transcript says: | 


Georgia is a very progressive state. 
Hier enforcement of the liquor laws is one 
of the best in the United States. Prohi- 
bition in Geergia means prohibition. 
There is no halfway ground. But in her 
state institution for the insane she is 
behind the procession. 


This comment ig based upon the over- 
crowded conditions in the sanitarium as 
disclosed in the recent annual report of the 
trustees. It shows an extraordinary death 
rate, due in large measure to the unavoid- 
able crowding which can be relieved only 
through legislative appropriations made to 
provide more spacioug quarters. 

It shows that the department for white 
women is now accommodating double the 
number of patients for which it was built. 
These white women are being herded to- 
gether in narrow quarters almost like 
cattle in a pen. 

It shows that in the negro quarters three 
patients are now being cared for where 
facilities have been provided for only one. 

It shows that Georgia has made no pre-. 
vision whatever for the proper treatment of 
the insane, in the effort to effect a cure and 
to restore them to freedom and family. 

It shows that the criminal insane, thieves 
and murderers are confined closely with 
those who have committed no crime and 
upon whom the enforcement of such associa- 
tion is a shame and an outrage for which 
the state is responsible. 

It shows that hundreds of little children, 
feeble-minded or of epileptic tendency, are 
confined here with the adult insane and 
even with the criminal insane, when the 
state owes it to them to provide a separate 
institution for their care. 

It shows that Georgia has failed in these 
and other ways to make adequate and 
proper provision for the care and well- 
being of those to whom it owes this un- 
questioned duty. 

How much longer does Georgia—does 
the Georgia legislature—propose to fail in 
unquestioned duty to these helpless ones 
whose care Governor Harris has denomi- 
nated the state’s “greatest charity?”

PLANS IMPROVEMENT 
IN RECORD KEEPING 
BY COUNTY OFFICERS 


Seeking to bring about.a better system 
of record keeping by county officials through- 
out Georgia, Representative Fowler, of Bibb 
county, vesterday introduced in the house a 
bill authorizing grand juries to employ, at 
their pleasure, certified public accountants 
to audit the books and records of any county 
official. 

J. Kk. Webb, representative of Lowndes 
county, introduced a bill under which Geor- 
gia carriers would be permitted to issue 
transportation passes to sheriffs over all 
railroad lines within the state. 

A bill providing for the appropriation by 
the state of $15,000 to the state department 
of geology to cover the cost of making a 
topographical survey of Georgia swamp lands 
was introduced in the house by Representa- 
tive H. H. Swift, of Muscogee. 

The house passed a local bill authorizing 
the Richmond county board of education to 
issue bonds to the extent of $100,000, and 
with the proceeds from their sale to build a 
new high school building in place of the 
Tubman high school, recently destroyed by 


fire.

Owing to the absence of many members of 
the general judiciary committee No. 1, of 
the house, and to the important nature of 
the bills to be acted upon, little business was 
transacted by that committee yesterday.

SCHOOL BOOK BILL 
OFFERED IN SENATE 


Growing out of the passage of the substi- 
tute to the McCrory school book measure a 
bill was introduced in the senate yesterday 
to authorize the boards of education of coun- 
ties, cities, local school systems, separate 
school districts and district agricultural 
schools to adopt school books provided for 
by the uniform text-book law, from the ap- 
proved list issued by the state board of 
education, and to purchase all school books 
and sell, rent or furnish them free to pupils. 

It further requires publishers to file sample 
copies of all school books .o be sold in the 
state -with the state superintendent of 
schools: to require publishers to sell school 
books to public school authorities in this 
state at the loweet net wholesale prices 
given anywhere in the United States and to 
require such publishers to give bond to the 
state. 

The authors of the bill are Senators Pick- 
ett, Boykin and Way, and they feel confident 
that it is the best bill yet introduced along 
the school book line and that if it passes it 
will lay to rest all further talk about school 
book legislation. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Akin, of * 
the fourth. which would prohibit the manu- 
facture, sale, keeping for sale or giving away 
of cigarettes in the state.

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ROMPT PAYM 
FOR PENSIONERS 


Walker’s Measure Would 
Allow Issue of Warrants 
on February 1-and Make 
Them Payable on May 1. 


Immediately after the adjournment 
of the senate yesterday afternoon the 
finance committee of the senate report- 
ed favorably the bill of Senator John 
D. Walker, of the Twentieth district, 
providing for the prompt payment of 
pensioners by the state. 

The operation of the bill will be ex- 
actly along the lines of the Walker bill 
providing for the prompt payment of 
teachers, which was passed last year 
by the legislature, and is said to be 
producing the desired results. Under 
the laws of the state, Confederate pen- 
gioners must be paid by May 1. The 
pensions are due February 1. As a 
result of lack of funds in the state 
treasury the present system is to pay 


half of the pensioners on the first of | 


February and the other half on the 


first of May, on an alternating plan. 

Under this bill the governor is given 
authority to-issue warrants to aw the 
pensioners on February 1 which are 
payable by the state on May l. These 
can immediately be sold by the pen- 
gioners, if desired, at a very small dis- 
count, or they can wait until the first 
of May and collect the face value of 
the warrant. 

Senator Walker also introduced a 
bill in the senate which would put all 
confederate veterans on the pension 
roll, regardiess of how much property 
they own. The present law does not 
allow a veteran to become a pension- 
er who has $1,500 worth of property, 
unless he was wounded in the war. The 
proposed bill would put all veterans on 
absolutely the same plane so far as 
pensions are concerned.

Judge Speer granted the petition of 
the sets of heirs claiming Smith to have 
been an illigitimate child and issued 
an order restraining the temporary ad- 
ministrators appointed by Ordinary Ba- 
con, of Oglethorpe county, from pro- 
ceeding further with the handling of 
the funds.

“BEAN BALL” IS 
JOHNSON’S IDEA 


Chicago, July 7.—President Johnson, 
of the American league, would give the 
batter two bases whenever he is hit in 
the head by a pitched ball in order to 
deter pitchers from intimidating the 
batsman. In a statement made public 
here today he disagrees with the sug- 
ee recently made by President Eb- 

tts, of the Brooklyn Nationals, that 
a batsman be given his base any time 
the pitcher tries, in .the opinion of the 
umpire, to hit the batter in the head. 
He thinks the Ebbetts plan would only 
lead to more wrangling. 

“I am loath to believe,” Mr. Johnson 
said, “that any player in the game 
would deliberately injure another but 
there seems to be a growing belief that 
pitchers are resorting to throwing balls 
-at a player’s head in order to intimi- 
pias him or drive him away from the 
plate. 


According to the reports, that 
elief was largely responsible for some 
of the latest outbreaks on the field. 
“In that case it may be well to pro- 
vide some plan of minimizing the pos- 
sibility of such methods being employed 
by pitchers in the future. How would 
it do to inflict double penalty on the 
pitcher who hits a batsman on the neck 
or head by giving the batter two bases

Yet this year is an ex- 
ception and much less than the customary 
lull is now apparent, while indications fore- 
Shadow unusua! activity throughout the sum- 
mer. 

Instead of being at low ebb. as is often the 
case at this time, production igs maintained 
close to the recent maximum and enforced 
Shut-downs at manufacturing works will, 
a8 a rule, be of short duration.

It is understood upon reliable au- 
thority that this was not the first time 
hat the law enforcement committee 
had felt that money was being asked 
by Dr. Eichelberger under false pre- 
tense, but that shortly after the new 
prohibition laws went into effect last 
May the superintendent of the league 
had been soliciting funds with the un- 

.» derstanding that it was to be used by 
the law enforcement committee for the 
enforcement of the law, but which 
funds are alleged not so far to have 
reached the committee. 

Members of the law enforcement 
committee have made it clear that they 
have no quarrel with the Anti-Saloon 
league, but that their objections are 
directed to its secretary only. 

The story goes that things came to 
such a pass that the law enforcement 
committee felt that the time had come 
to take some action in reference to the 
alleged unruly and unseemly conduct 
ef the Anti-Saloon league's superin- 
tendent. Looking to this end, the 
law enforcement committee desired a 
joint meeting of the law enforcement 
committee and the headquarters com - 
mittee of the Anti-Saloon league, which, 
however, Dr. Eichelberger declined to 
permit. Following this, the law en- 
forcement committee asked a confer- 
ence with the chairman of the head- 
quarters committee, who was Dr. 
Charles O. Jones, and at this conference 
the question of Dr. Eichelberger’s al- 
leged “mistakes, blunders and general 
cussedness” were taken up. This con- 
ference held Saturday, July 1. 

Resulted in a Wrangle. 

A call for a meeting of the head- 
quarters committee was sent out for 
the following Monday morning at 9 
o’clock. This meeting, it is under- 
stood, resulted in a general wrangle, 
with charges and counter charges, and 
an adjournment to next Monday, 
July 10. 

Previous to adjournment, however, 
the resignation not only of Chairman 
Jones, but also the resignations of E. 
©. Callaway, W. S. Witham and T. Bb. 
Felder were forthcoming. , 

Following this meeting, it is alleged, 
a secret meeting was called by Dr. 
Kichelberger, “at which he proposed to 
show the law enforcement committee 
a few things.” 

In this meeting, it is understood, 
charges were preferred against Mr. 
Felder, concerning his versonal con- 
duct, but when Mr. Felder and Mr. Cal- 
laway, both of whon, it is said, were 
uninvited guests, put in their appear- 
ance, the charges not only were with- 
drawn, but resolutions were adopted 
and signed by Dr. Kichelberger to the 
effect that there were no charges 
against Mr. Felder, whereupon Messrs. 
Felder and Callaway are alleged to 
have departed. 

These signed resolutions are said now 
to be locked in the safe of one of the 
members of the law enforcement com- 
mittee. 

Following the meeting it became 
publicly known that Dr. Jones had re- 
sizned and that the Anti-Saloon league 
hes split away from the law enforce- 
nm it committee. 

it is further alleged that while The 
Georgia Commonwealth was to be the 
official organ of the Anti-Saloon 
league, that paper is now owned by in- 
dividuals who have bought the stock 
of the paper, and that the subscrip- 
tions to this paper are sent in upon a 
blank which contains a “joker,” provid- 
ing that a certain amount of such sub- 
scription shall go to The Common- 
wealth, and not to the Anti-Saloon 
league. Thus, it is alleged, furthering 
the financial scheme for which The 
Commonwealth is now charged to be 
published. 

Meanwhile the factional fight seems 
to be developing with Mr. Felder as the 
crux on one side and Dr. Eichelberger 
as the center of the other side. 

One of the most prominent officials 
of the Georgia branch of the Anti- 
Saloon league, who continually declines 
to permit the use of his name, says the 
entire trouble which has arisen in the 
prohibition party ranks is because of 
Attorney Thomas B. Felder. The same 
authority states that the meeting of the 
headquarters committee of the Anti- 
Saloon league, which, it was understood, 
would be held today, was in reality held 
hére yesterday, and that the place from 
which, as he:says, Mr. Felder was real- 
ly dismissed by the league, has already 
been filled by the selection of another 
attorney, but he declines to Say who 
that attorney is. The entire situation, 
it is stated, will be revealed to the 
people of the state in a statement to be 
issued by an officer of the league Sat- 
urday for publication Sunday. 

Dr. Eichelberger stated Friday that 
the league is in better shape than it 
hag ever before been in Georgia. 

The charge made by a leader of the 
Anti-Saloon league, who continues to 
decline the use of his name, that Mr. 
Felder had entered into an agreement 
with the brewers concerning the manu- 
facture and sale of certain drinks, seems 
to refer to certain actions of the law 
enforcement committee with Morris 
Brandon, attorney for the Atlanta Ice 
and Bottling company. This action is 
outlined fn a file of letters which are 
published in these columns.

Felder made with the brewing compa- 
nies, I beg to say that Mr. Felder was 
in Savannah during the month of May 
and in a conference at which Mayor 
Pierpont, Mr. R. J. Travis, city attor- 
ney; F. M. Oliver, president of the Law 
Enforcement league, Mr. Felder and 
myself were present, the question of 
the attitude of the supporters of the 
new prohibition laws toward Brannew 
and similar products by the brewing 
companies was under discussion. 

“A lot of this product had been seized 
by the Savannah police, and the record- 
er had held that it was not a viotatrion 
of the law to manufacture and sell the 
same. Mr. Felder very’ strenuously 
contended that the law was intended 
to cover products of this kind, and was 
so written because experience showed 
that the brewers would likely start 
with a product with little or no alco- 
hol in it and use it as a blind to sell 
real beer. 

“Mr. Felder further insisted’ that 
there should be co-operation on the 
part of the people who stood for law 
enforcement in Georgia and that test 
cases should be made and let the courts 
decide the matter. Mr. Travis explain- 
ed that we had conferred about !ff, an@ 
1 stated that while I agreed with Mr. 
Felder that the law was sufficient to 
cover the cases, in our conference I 
had suggested to Mr. Travis that in 
view of the fact that the decision of 
our recorder was igainst us, that my 
advice was to let the matter rest, keep- 
ing watch upon it, and if a prohibited 
liquid was furnished under the guise 
of Brannew or some other name, to 
have the police seize the same, and this 
would be evidence to show not onty 
that these drinks were intended as an 
imitation for veer, but were being used | 
as a blind under which to sell beer, 
and thus make a case that would prob- 
ably not be turned down. 

“Mr. Felder’s attitude was very em- 
phatic that the law fully covered the 
case, and he was somewhat impatient 
that we had not insisted upon its en- 
forcement. He algo cheerfully offered 
to assist me in any way he could in 
enforcing the law in Savannah, as ne 
had previously done.

Felder Exonerated. 

The following is the statement is- 
sued by W. Woods White, president, 
and E. C. Callaway, secretary, of the 
law enforcement committee, exonerat- 
ing Mr. Felder from responsibility for 
any understanding with former brew- 


rs: 

“There has appeared in the columns of 
the press of the state, articles bearing upon 
alleged differences that have arisen within 
the ranks of the Anti-Saloon league, and the 
law enforcement committee thereof, the al- 
leged reasons therefor being an agreement , 
made by our attorney, Mr. Thomas B. 
Felder, in relation to the sale within 
the state of a harmless, non-alcoholic bev- 
erage to be manufactured and sold by con- 
cerns that were engaged in the brewing 
business prior to the effectiveness of the pro- 
hibition law, May 1, 

“The purpose and object of this article is 
to acquaint the public with the facts of the 
transaction so far as Mr. Felder is concern- 
ed, and not to air the alleged differences 
that may exist at this time. It may, how- 
ever, become necessary to do so at a later 
date. 

“Shortly after the first day of May, Mr. 
Felder, our attorney, called our attention 
to the fact that sub-section 6 of section 1 of 
the general law which prohibited among 
other things ‘the sale of all liquor or bever- 
ages or drinks made in imitation of or in- 
tended ae a substitute for beer,’ whether 
intoxicating or not or alcoholic or not, and 
asked for instructions from the committee 
as to whether or not proceedings, criminal 
and civil, either or both, should be insti- 
tuted to prevent a violation of this section. 
The subject mattér.was considered as a 
whole by the committee and the conclusion 
was reached that while the balance of the 
law was intended to protect the people from 
the evils of intemperance, that this particu- 
lar section was intended to protect the law 
from the evil designs of th® brewers and 
that no real harm would result to the peo- 
ple if the matter could be properly safe- 
guarded so as to protect the law from 
evasion. 

“It was also agreed that it would be 
neither fair or right to destroy the property 
invested in the breweries of the state, if it 
were humanly possible for them to manu- 
facture a harmless beverage and put the 
same upon the market. 

“We were warned by our attorney, Mr. 
Felder, that the expedient of temporizing 
with the brewers would be dangerous: that 
if you ‘give them an inch, they would take 
an ell.” On the other hand, we. considered 
the fact that these manufacturers could not 
violate the spirit of the law in Georgia, 
for the reason that as soon as the brewers 
put alcohol in the beverage, amounting to 
one-half of one per cent, they would be re- 
quired to obtain a license from the United 
States government which would furnish the 
evidence of the law violation. 

“We therefore instructed Mr. Felder to! 

in relation to the 


the brewers stayed within the spirit of the 
law, that is, put upon the market a harmless 
and non-alcoholic beverage, that it would 
be unjust and foolish to institute proceed- | 
ings against them. 

“In fairness to Mr. Felder, we desire to 
say that this action was taken without his. 
cénsent and over his protest. This state- 
ment is made in a spirit of fairness and 
justice to our attorney, who has ‘not only 
labored unselfishly to secure the Passage of 
the splendid laws, but who has labored 
incessantly and effectively to secure their 
enforcement.’”’

A slight Increase in the area planted to 


2,866,000.000 bushels, which with favorable 
last year's 3,055,- 
000,000 bushels record crop, was forecast. 
The condition of corn was reported as 
slightly better than last year on July 1, but 
was about 2 per cent below the ten-year 
average condition for July 1. 

Potatoes this year are growing on a 
slightly smaller acreage than last year, but 
their condition indicates a crop of 369,000,- 
000 bushels, or 10,000,000 bushels more than 
harvested last year. 

Indications are that the tobacco produc- 
tion will be a record one. 

In a summary of the report the bureau 
of crop estimates said: : 

“The corn acreage was reduced in the 
northern tier of states and moderately so 
in the southern states, while slight in- 
creases were noted in most of the central 
corn states, notably Indiana, Nebraska and 
Kansas. Short crops are forecast in the 
northern states, where last year’s crop was 
shortened by early frost. 

“The cool season has favored the oats 
crop. 

“The potato acreage is moderately short, 
being 3.4 per cent less than last year, the 
shortage being most pronounced in the 
north Atlantic states, where the condition 
is also low, it being too cold and wet. 

“The sweet potato acreage increased 2.4 
per cent, notwithstanding the large acreage 
last year. This crop is grown mostly in the 
southern states and the increase indicates 
the tendency to diversification of crops in 
that section , 

“The tobacco acreage increases 2 per 
cent. The crop is short in the Carolinas, 
but increased in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

“Conditions also indicate a very large hay 
crop, fairly large apple crop and slightly 
under average peach crop.”’ 

Indications are that the wheat crop 
this year will be several ‘million bush- 
els less than it was last year when, for the 
first time in the history of the nation, the 
entire year’s wheat output exceeded the bil- 
lion-bushel mark. Some other crops also will 
be smaller than they were last year. That 
is due principally to a reduction in acreage. 
Winter wheat shows a decrease of 18.6 per 
cent in acreage, spring wheat, a reduction 
8.2 per cent; oats, less than 1 per cent 
decrease; barley, an increase of 4.9 per cent, 
and rye, a decrease of 4.4 per cent.
